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The Commuters’ Dilemma 


iE hard core of the issue of transit 
fare incregses in the Greater Victoria 
area remains the fact that several thou- 


sand commuters living within the city 
limits require transportation to get to 
and from work. Many city commuters 
ride only a half dozen blocks, if that 


Numbers live within-the mile radius of 
the City Hall, and possibly less than half 
go as far as the two-mile limits of the 
city. The issue before these transit users 
comes sharply down to this: can they 
ride more cheaply in public vehicles or 
in their own? 

When fares-in-the city were increased 
from seven to 10 cents numbers of city 
commuters left the buses to take to their 
own private cars. If the tariff is put up 
once more, to the suggested 13 cents, that 
decision may well be confirmed for many 
car owners, and hundreds more y 
acquire small cars to take them to and 
from work. It will make little difference 
in the end whether the public is right o: 
wrong in its estimate of the cost-per-mile 
to themselves. The choice will follow 
each individual's own estimate of the 
costs. If even 1,000 city commuters 
arrived at such a decision, Victoria would 


have a real traffic problem on its hands. 

If the hearings called before the 
Public Utilities Commission go by default 
insofar as Victoria City is concerned, 
some other responsible growp-should-put 
forward whatever just and fair argument 
can be made on behalf of the transit users. 
They were initially promised, in return 
for the city franchise, the cheapest and 
most modern transit system in Canada. 
Much water has flowed under the bridge 
since then. Privileges such as -low-cost 
ticket-strips and the weekly commuters’ 
pass appear to be on their way out. If 
all that will_remain are to be fewer 
concessions and higher fares, there may 
be a sharp exodus from the buses; and 
intolerable traffic congestion 

Basically, of course, the problem is 
theCéncern of the transit company It 
can scarcely be expected to continue 
operation at a perpetually mounting cost 
without some form of adjustment. Un- 
questionably it has the figures and knows 
its own costs per mile. It may be in-a 
position to present a strong case before 
the commission 3ut who_will speak for 
the transit ifthe City Council

Severity Seems To Pay 


VER since new cars and unlimited 

4 supplies of gasoline became available 
again following the war's end, British 
Columbia's highway accident rates have 
been rising steadily year after year. Dis- 
turbing increases have been noted not 
only in the numbers of accidents but also 
in their proportion to the number of 
vehicles in operation, plainly indicating 
deterioration in standards of driving 

It is encouraging to find, therefore, 
that this year for the first time official 
statistics show a marked improvement. 
In the first five months of the year cases 
of injury in motoring accidents declined 
by almost 20 per cent, fatalities by 8 per 
cent and property damage by a little more 
than 8 per cent. A decrease of 8.04 per 
cent in the total number of accidents is 
encouraging enough in itself, and becomes 
all the more impressive when it is noted 
that in the same period the number of 
licensed vehicles in the province rose by 
7.28 per cent. 

Although not reflecting much credit 


on motorists in general, there is little 
room for doubt that this all-round im- 
provement is due largely to the “get 


tough" policies to which provincial and 
municipal authorities and the insura 
companies all turned as a last resort. T 
most recent evidence of this is provided 
by the 27 per cent reduction in accidents 


in the Colwood area since the RCMP put 
“ghost” cars on the road, a practice which 
some have condemned but which certainly 
justifies itself if it can produce savings 
like that in suffering and expense. 

Years of mieading with drivers to be 
careful failed to arrest the steady upward 
curve of the highway accident graph 
When, however, the provincial authorities 
began to weed out the accident-prone and 
physically incapable drivers, the courts 
to impose stiffer penalties and the insur- 
ance companies to graduate premiums 
according to personal driving records, the 
general standard of driving began to 
improve almost immediately, so the-con- 
clusion seems obvious. 

To a large extent the motoring public 
sets its own insurance rates: the more the 
claims, the higher the price. It is unfor- 
tunate that in this connection the good 
drivers have been punished along with the 
bad, but the recently introduced system 
of charging substantially lower rates to 
those whose records have been clean for 
three years is helping to redress that 
grievance. —Ajlong with the accident rate, 
insurance premiums have been going up 
year after year; but at last, on the basis 
of 1954 statistics to date, there is hope 
for a reduction. It is up to everyone con 
cerned, therefore, to keep up the good 
work 


Lack of Appreciation 


HE civic grant question is not finished, 

even though most of the money allo- 
cated has been distributed to charitable 
agencies, and one notes with satisfaction 
that some aldermen at least are ready to 
reconsider the city council stand. The 
legal aspect can be adjusted by simple 
council by-law and the symphony society 
and the arts centre rightly are ready to 
make fresh application. Decent amend 
may thus be made to the two main cul- 
tural organizations of the community, 
dealt with to date in a manner reflecting 
no credit on the City Hall 

Criticism has properly been directed 
at aldermen for discourteous indifference 
to these two grouffs, which play such a 
major part in the cultural life of the 
community Some rebuke might also 
be directed at councillors of the other 
municipalities of Greater Victoria, how- 
ever, They too have been laggard in their 


appreciation of the musical and artistic 
amenities Over the years only one 
financial contribution, by Oak Bay this 
year to the arts centre, has ever been 
made by these councils, a record that calls 
for no self-congratulation 

Any attempt to differentiate on resi 
dential grounds is parochial and begging 
the main issue. Musical and art lovers 
are ta he fatind all aver the cambined 
Greater Victoria area. Communal life 
here is one, whether in the realm of sport 
or artistic endeavor, and the_achieve- 
ments of the symphony and art groups 
belong to the whole area and have 
brought lustre to its collective being 
Difficult though it is for the four councils 
concerned to get together on any question, 
here is one subject. on which they could 
well show a common grown-up awareness 

of the fact that these agencies of the 
district need and deserve their active 
support
